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PREFACE 


The present volume of the Catalogue of the Arabic and Persian 
Manuscripts in the Oriental Public Library, Bankipore, deals with 
the Arabic and Persian works mainly on Ethics, Prayers and allied 
subjects contained in the collection of the library. 

An important feature of this collection of 0 ||iical works is that 
apart from its being rich in original works of ancient Arabian and 
Persian authors, it is rich in works adapted from old Indian sources. 
Some of the copies were transcribed either in the lifetime of the author 
or a few ye^^rs after his death. 

Several scholars have in turn helped in the compilation of this, 
the twenty-fourth volume of the series. Maulavi Mu^inuddm Nadwi, 
who had compiled the volumes on History, Biography, Qur’anic 
Science and Literature, prepared the manuscripts for the press. After 
his transfer from the service of the Oriental Public Library, the late 
Maulavi ‘Abdul Hamid, who had worked as Curator and Cataloguer 
of the Library, completed the compilation. Comparison of the quota- 
tions in the notices with the text, revision and reading through the 
proofs were entrusted to Maulavi Mas‘ud ‘Alam Nadwi, the present 
cataloguer. The Maulavi has been helped in reading through the 
proofs at the final stages by Dr. A. N. M. ‘Ali Hasan, M.A., Ph.D. 
(London), Professor of Arabic and Persian at Patna College. 

The volume contains notices of 128 manuscripts (Nos. 2643-2770) 
comprising 145 individual works and separate treatises (Nos. 2686-7, 
2768-70) bound together. I trust that the standard of scholarship 
which characterised the previous volumes of the Arabic and Persian 
series will be found to have been maintained. Any shortcomings 
that may be found are due to some of the recent publications not being 
available in time to check the biographical notices of a few of the 
authors. 

Among the older and rarer manuscripts in this coUectiqp the 
following deserve special notice: — 

No. 2643. A copy of a rare work, a poetical version of KalUa^ wa 
Dimnahy by ‘Abdalmu’min bin Hasan bin Husain commonly 
called Abu A^-Saffar, a scholar of the 7th century a.h. 
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No. 2647. A copy of a rare work Injdz ahmaWHf wa ^TJmdaJ^ dl- 
MMHf, by Abu Mansur ag-§a‘alabi (d, 429/rt)38). 

No. 2650. A very beautiful copy of Nasr aULddliy a wort containing 
moral precepts of ‘Ali, the fourth Caliph, compiled by Diya’- 
addin Abu ar-Rida Fadlallah bin ‘Ubaidallah al-Husaini ar- 
Rawandi al-Qashani, the distinguished Shl‘ah scholar of the 6th 
century a.h. 

No. 2652. An old copy of Ibn al-Jauzi’s (d. 587/1200) at-Tab^irah, 
transcribed in the 9th century a.h. 

No. 2666. A very rare copy (probably unique) of Tah4ih ar-Riydsah 
wa Tartib as-Siydsahj a work on politics by ‘Abu ‘Abdallah 
Mu^iammad bin ‘Ali bin al-Hasan al-Qari, a distinguished 
8hafi‘i scholar of the 7th century a.h. 

No. 2660. A valuable copy of a work on moral precepts, written by 
Ya‘qut al-Musta‘8imi, the renowned calligrapher {d. 698/1298). 
The MS. is dated §afar 678/1279. 

No. 2661. A very old and rare copy (probably unique) of Mawd'iz 
al-Abrdr by Baibras al-Mansuri al-Ediattabi ad-Dawadar {d. 
725/1325). The MS. is dated a.h. 738, that is to say it was 
transcribed only thirteen years after the death of the author. 

No. 2662. A very old copy of Qam' an-Nufus by Taqiaddin Abu 
Bakr Muhammad bin ‘Abdalmu'min al-Hisni al-Husaini ash- 
* * Shafi‘i (d, 829 11426 ) . The MS. is dated a.h. 887 . It was therefore 
transcribed fifty-eight years after the author’s death. 

No. 2665. An old and valuable copy of as-Sakbawi’s (d. 902/1497) 
Al-jawdhir al-Tmjm'd'ah wa An-Nawddir al-masmu^ah. The 
MS. is dated a.h. 859, hence it was written during the lifetime 
of the author. 

No. 2671. A beautiful and old copy (written during the lifetime of 
the author) of Mawdrid aUKalim ailk Durar al-Hikam by Abu’l 
Faid Faidi (d, 1004/1595). 

No. 2683. An autograph copy of AMaq ad-^dhah, by Muhammad 
Amin bin Ibrahim bin Yunus bin Yasin al-Mau?ili al-Qadiri, a 
distinguished Hanafi scholar of Mau^il in 13th century a.h. It 
was dedicated to ‘Ali Pasha, the grand wazir of Sultan Salim 
III (1203-1222/1789-1807). 

No. 2689. A beautiful copy of a Mundj&t, written in beautiful Nas- 
tft»‘liq, on thick cardboards within brqad borders of gold and other 
colours. The MS. is transcribed by Mir ‘Imad al-Husaini (rf. 
1024/1615) and is a good specimen of his art. 

No. 2692. A very fine and valuable copy of Al-Imam Zain al-‘ Abidin’s 
(d. 94/712) A§-8a^ifah Al-Kdmila^. The MS. is written in a 
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very fine and fully vocalised Naskb, within gold*ruled borders* 
The first, the^middle and the last lines of every page are in a 
very Ijeautiful gulg character. The interlinear spaces are filled 
with floral designs in gold. 

No. 2722. A very old copy of Al-Fal^r AUMunir ’fi A§-^aldh 'aid 
Al-Ba^ir an-NoMr (probably transcribed during the lifetime of 
the author) by Abu Hafs ‘Umar bin ‘All bin Salim bin §adqab 
al-Lakbmi (d. 731/133*1). * 

No. 2725. An old copy of Ibn Rajab as-Salimi al-Bagdadl’s (d. « 
795/1393) Laid' if alMa'drif. The MS. is dated a.h. 840.

SuppL, No. 1155), translated from Sanskrit 
into Arabic by ‘Abdallah Ibn Muqaffa‘ (d. a.h. 142=sa.d. 759). Xbe 
translator remarks that the wisest men of the present day must be 
content with gleanings from the harvest of wisdom which their 
predecessors left behind. From these gleanings are derived some of 
the rules and precepts, necessary to men. Some poetical versions of 
Kalilah and Damnah are noticed in Br. Mus. SuppL, Nos. 1168, 1169, 
but this work is not referred to in any Catalogue. It was composed 
in 80 days in a.h. 640, as appears from the following verses at the

346 he was appointed Director of the weighing 
office in the mint at Ahwaz. Three years later in a.h. 349 he was 
appointed Qadi of Qa^r Babil, thereafter he continued to work as 
Qadi in different places. He composed several works, three of which 
are noticed in Brock., vol. i, p. 155.
